“Patsy” Kane, recently the strongest man 
in East St. Louis, is lying on a cot in St. 
Mary’s Hospital in that place shorn of half 
his power. His body, a noble structure, has 
lost the foundation. Both his feet are gone.

Patsy is a victim of the deadly frog and 
puzzle ewitch. 
He was employed as a switchman by the

Madison. A train was being made up. A 
car nad been left standing on the puzzle 
switch and another had been cut out and 
kicked into a siding. The engine was push- 
ing the string back to pick up the car left 
on the puzzle ewitch. 

Kane was waiting there to couple it on. 
The string was approaching slowly. Kane 
stepped on the track in front of it. He was 
right at the head of the puzzle switch. He 
stepped into the frog.

prevent a foot getting fastened. There was 
a block there, but it was not large enough 
or else it was not properly fitted in. It 
sagged down under Kane’s great weight. 

The ball of his foot sank between thea 
rails. His heavy shoe was caught and held 
as by a vise. he cars were almost upon 
him. He might have saved one of his 
feet if he had thrown his body away from 
the rail and. sacrificed the other. A less 
powerful man-would have done that. But 
Kane thought his strength might save.him. 

He placed his right foot across the two 
rails and gave a mighty tug.

WATER WAS SHALLOW AND IT IS 
EVIDENT .THAT HE HELD

WATCHMAN AND WELL-TO-DO. 


His Friend, the Parkkeeper, the First 
to Gaze on the Lifeless Feat- 
ures—Doctors Told Him His 
Sight Would Soon Fail. 


Rather than pass the closing days of his 
life in blindness, Henry Vollmer of 1535 
Bremen avenue committed suicide Thurs- 
day morning. 

He jumped into the lake in Hyde Park, 
within «sight of the front windows of his 
home. 

John Bade, a J2-year-old boy living at 
4327 De Soto avenue, entered the northwest 
gate of the park Thursday morning on his 
way to school.

It was the whitened 
hair of an old man, 

The boy stood spellbdund, gazing at his 
startling find an instant; then started on 
arun through the park. 

Park Keeper Peter Gundlach stopped 
him and asked him what was the matter. 

“There's a man in the lake,’ gasped the 
boy. 

Gundlach and the boy went back to the 
lake and the keeper, with the aid of two 
workmen, removed the body. When Gund- 
lach looked into the man’s face he started 
back, horror-stricken. It was Henry Voll- 
mer, one of his best friends. 

The body had apparently been in the wa- 
ter several hours. 

It was fully clothed. Nothing to indi- 
cate the cause of the suicide was found. 

Gundlach conveyed ‘the news to Voll- 
mer’s wife, 

Vollmer was 64 years old. 
employed as watchman at the Knapp & 
Stout lumber yards for thirty-six years, 
Three months ago ill-health forced him to 
give up his position. He was well to do 
and owned the handsome two-story brick 
house in which he lived with his aged wife. 

Mrs. Vo!lmer was all but prostrated when 
seen by a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“Henry left home at 1 o’clock Thursday

BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 4—All of the 
counties have been heard from, and on the 
face of the returns the Republicans will 
have a majority of seven in the Legisla- 
ture on joint ballot, insuring the election 
of a Republican to succeed Mr. Gorman in 
the United States Senate. So close, how- 
ever, is the vote that a change of one 
county will determine whether the Senator 
will be Mr. Gorman or a Republican, and in 
several counties like Calvert and Prince 
Georges the conditiong are such that the 
State Committees have both hurried rep- 
resentatives to them to inspect the count 
and get information for use in the event 
of a probable contest. There is no Goubt 
that a recount will be demanded. 

In the House of Delegates the Demdcrats 
will have a majority of one, while the Re- 
publicans wil) have a majority of eight In 
the Senate on the face of the returns. 

The contest, if any, will be made on Cal- 
vert County, which has given a Republican 
majority of 306. The Democrats, it ‘s be- 
lieved will make a charge of fraud and try 
to have the four Republican members oust- 
ed and four Democrats put in their stead. 
This would give the Democrats a majority 
on joint ballot. As they have a majority 
of one {in the Huuse they might bring this 
about prior to the balloting for Senator, if 
they act unanimously. But wh.le a large 
majority of the Democratic members are 
for Gorman, there are several who are antl-

The salient feature of the yellow fever 
Situation is the appearance of frosts in Ala- 
bama, Tennessee, Mississippi and Louis- 
iana. Unfortunately thie fact does not op- 
erate to stop the disease immediately. In 
fact, for those who are already infected, 
cool weather is detrimental. But the end 
« Of the spread is undoubtedly at hand. 

The Arkansas State Board of Health has 
raised the quarantine all over the State by 
abrogating the order issued last week. Th's 
was done on account of the prevalence of 
frost throughout the South and the proe- 
pective end of the epidemic on that account. 
The State Board has no control over the 
city boards, but it és expected that they 
will follow the action of that body. A 
jarge number of smaller cities have al. 
ready raised their quarantines. 

There were seven new cases and one 
death at Montgomery; one new case and 
three deaths at Memphis, and one death 
at Selma, Ala.

Work-House Prisoners Who 
Tried to Get Away Punished. 


NO TIDINGS FROM THOMAS. 


HAD ONLY A MONTH MORE TO 
SERVE, YET PLANNED 
THE OUTBREAK. 


GUARD ROMER BADLY HURT. 


He Was Shot Without Warning by 
Thomas When the Attempt to 
Escape Was Mace and the Pris- 

oners Took His Weapons. 


William, allas ‘“‘Buck’’ Nelson, John In- 
gram and Jesse Pollard, three of the Work- 
house prisoners who made a desperate at- 
tempt to escape Wednesday afternoon, are 
in the dungeon at that dnstitution on a 
bread and water diet. With them are John, 
alias ‘“‘Buck”’ Stewart, ‘“‘Kid’’ Raymond and 
Thomas Dyer, allas ‘*The-Cadger,” who, 
the Work-house authorities claim, were im- 
plicated in the plot to escape. 

William Thomas, alias Thompson, the 
negro prisoner who escaped, has not been 
heard of since. He was the only man not 
shackled. He was clad in the regulation 
Work-house garb. As he is thought to 
have been wounded by one of the guards 
his capture is expected. 

The condition of Guard Julius Romer, 
who was shot by one of the prisoners, is 
considered serious. The bullet struck him 
in the upper part of the right arm and 
ranging upward lodged in the shoulder. 
The svrgeons have not located it. It is 
claimed that Romer was shot by Thomas. 


The prisoners implicated in the plot will 
be kept in the dungeon until they confess 
the full details and tell how they got weap- 
ons. 

Over twenty shots were exchanged by 
the escaping prisoners and their guards, 
Only the prompt action and courage om the 

art of the guards prevented a wholesale 

elivery of prisoners. 

At the time of the outbreak Supt. Nick 
Karr was down town. As soon as he learned 
what had happened he at once began to 
devise plans to guard against a repetition 
of the affair. 

Thursday morning he stated that he had 
decided to have a crack shot stationed on 
top of the hill above the quarry, armed 
with a Winchester rifle. From this point 
every portion of the wearer will be under 
the guard’s vision. fe also stated that 
a guard would hereafter be stationed in the 
quarry at night.

RAILROADING ~RANCHISE GRABS 

It is announced that the North and 
Bouth franchise grabbing bill will come 
up at a special meeting of the House 
of Delegates to-night and will probably 
be rushed through. There are certain 
amendments to the bill, which have not 
yet been placed on the desks: of Dele- 
gates.

It is reported that in the heat of the 
riot in the House of Delegates the mem- 
bers warned each other to look out for 
the Grand-jury. 

There is gratifying evidence in these 
reminders that the Grand-jury has not 
lost all of its terror to evildoers. The 
Grand-jury has been singularly neglect- 
ful of municipal scandal. Months ago 
two witnesses—City Counselor Marshall 
and Councilman Wiggins—proffered evi- 
dence of franchise boodling, but no 
Grand-jury has taken up the subject. 
The light of investigation has not been 
turned on boodle scandals. 

But the power to turn the light on cor- 
ruption in the City Hall still resides in 
the Grand-jury. Whenever the Grand- 
jury feels so inclined it may start a hunt 
for bribe-givers and. bribe-takers who 
parcel out the city’s property in fran- 
chises. The Grand-jury is still a poten- 
tial instrument of justice and reform. 

Boodlers do well to bear this fact in 
mind. When public indignation is thor- 
oughly aroused by shameless plunder and 
the arrogant control of legislation by 
franchise grabbers a Grand-jury may be 
found to prosecute a thorough investi- 
gation.
